The 14- 
minute film was telecast on 38 occasions and viewed by an 
estimated audience of six million persons.

ASBESTOS IN NYASALAND ' 


By W. E. Sinclair, M.I.M.M.* 

Labor and transport facilities are vital factors in the 
development of practically all mineral deposits and, more 
especially when these are located in Central Africa, where 
only unskilled native labor is available and roads are few 
and far between. 

These factors may be largely responsible for the exist- 
ence to-day of undeveloped deposits of asbestos in Nyasa- 
land, while in every other country in the world asbestos 
producers are striving to find new deposits or otherwise 
are extending and expanding operations on existing mines 
to produce more and more asbestos to satisfy the ever- 
increasing demand. 

In many instances, the discovery and development of 
mineral deposits has led to the building of new roads and 
railways, or other forms of communication, to make ex- 
ploitation payable and this, in turn, ultimately leads to 
other avenues of economic industrial expansion. It seems 
perfectly reasonable to suggest, therefore, that history 
may well repeat itself in the case of asbestos in Nyasaland, 
if these deposits are proved of sufficient size and value to 
justify their economic exploitation. Such a step might 
quite conceivably be followed by the opening up and de- 
velopment of other minerals that are known to exist in 
the Kirk Mountain range which is the location of the ? 
main asbestos occurrences reviewed in this article. 

It is also reported that ‘‘Blue’’ asbestos has been 
found in the Northern Province of Nyasaland but no seri- ? 
ous investigation of this occurrence has as yet been carri- 
ed out.

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Before the present phenomenal demand for fibre of 
every kind and at a time when prices for the No. 3 and No. 
4 grades of chrysotile asbestos were very little higher than 
the prices being paid to-day for inferior reclaimed dump 
grades of ultra short fibre, a little prospecting work was 
done on the outcrops of the Kirk Mountain deposits. 


The low prices and poor demand for asbestos in those 
days was not the only reason why these deposits were not 
developed. Prospecting was carried out by pioneers who 
walked great distances or were carried in ‘‘machilas’’ 
(hammocks) thru forest and swamp and over mountains 
and thru rivers. No roads or railways were in existence, 
so that even their few belongings and equipment had to 
be carried on the heads of natives (tenga-tenga boys). 
The presence of the deadly tse tse fly barred the use of 
draught animals as it virtually does to-day. Their work, 
quite obviously, proved that in such isolated positions, 
with only the most primitive transport facilities, the ex- 
ploitation of these asbestos ore bodies would be unprofit- 
able. They also proved, however, that these deposits con- 
tained a class of fibre which the geologists have since de- 
signated as of the amphibole variety. This varies in length 
from about 1% inch to 1 inch; a large proportion appears 
to be over % inch in length. Where it is not affected by 
surface earth discoloration or oxidation, it is pure white in 
eolor and soft in texture, and in some places the fibre 
possesses quite a fair tensile strength. 


Some of the fibre recovered from different parts of 
the various deposits is said to be typical in quality of the 
‘‘amosite’’ asbestos being produced in the Pietersburg 
field in the Transvaal, Sonth Africa. From what I have 
seen it would appear to me to resemble closely the fibre 
referred to as anthophyllite asbestos in Kenya*. As I sug- 
gested it would, at that time, this class of fibre has proved 
to be of considerable commercial value in local industries 
such as, the manufacture of asbestos cement sheets and 
many other purposes, in East Africa. Indeed, a small ex- 
port market is now being established and a price of £50. 


* “Asbestos in Kenya”—‘“assestos”, July 1950 
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per ton f.o.b. is being realized for the best grade which is 
classified as a good No. 4 grade according to Canadian 
Test Box Standard. 

There seems no reason why the Nyasaland fibre 
should not find a useful place in the marked industrial 
expansion which is taking place in the different countries 
surrounding Nyasaland and in the territory itself, albeit 
the whole area is situated in the center of ‘‘darkest’’ 
Afriea. Lying to the west and north, Rhodesia and the 
Congo Belge, there exist the two largest copper producers 
in the world. To the north and east, Tanganyika is de- 
veloping enormous reserves of iron and coal besides lead 
and many other minerals. The southern extremity of the 
country is surrounded by the Portuguese East African 
Territory which offers a vast undeveloped field for future 
expansion. 

Nyasaland is now served by a direct railroad which 
roughly traverses the country from the south end of the 
Lake (Nyasa) at Salima straight down to the southern tip 
and then south eastwards thru Portuguese East Africa to 
the sea board at the port of Beira on the east coast of 
Africa. A network of motor roads cover most of the 
country and connect with the railroad or the small 
steamers which ply on the Lake. 

Two main roads lead from the principal commercial 
and industrial towns of Blantyre and Limbe (on rail) to 
the Kirk Mountain range where the asbestos deposits are 
located. 

In the mineralized area, extending for six miles or 
more, serpentine rocks, in conjunetion with small granite 
occurrences, have been noted but no chrysotile asbestos 
has been found. Instead, following the period of ultra 
basic intrusions, the serpentine rocks have suffered de- 
composition and further change to form the gneisses and 
taleose schists, the typical country rocks in which the 
asbestos structure is found to-day. It may be interesting 
to suggest that it is possibly the close geological alliance 
of serpentine rocks with the asbestos formation in Kenya 
and Nyasaland which is responsible for the term ‘‘near 
chrysotile’’ being used to describe some of the best grades 
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of fibre now produced. It might not be out of place here, 
also, to refer to a somewhat similar practice on the Pieters- 
burg asbestos field in the Transvaal. Here, the best grades 
of amosite are sometimes termed ‘‘Montasite’’ to indicate 
a special quality fibre. Not satisfied with this, however, 
some producers are designating their superior ‘‘ Monta- 
site’’ as ‘‘ White Crocidolite’’ asbestos. 


The Kirk Mountain asbestos ore bodies are generally 
similar to the occurrences in Kenya where the asbestos 
occurs in lenses in the decomposed and mineralized zones 
in the gneiss schist formation. In Nyasaland, however, 
the occurrences appear to be more consistent along the 
general strike of the parent rocks and has been traced 
intermittently for many miles. The asbestos occurs in the 
ore masses in a variety of forms of slip or cross-fibre veins 
but generally is massed together in a roughly radial strue- 
ture. 

The only work done on tl se deposits has been purely 
superficial surface prospecting with the exception of one 
or two test pits which, however, were not deep enough to 
penetrate below the oxidized or weathered zone of 
mineralization. It is not surprising, therefore, to find that 
in some places, in the surface exposures, the fibre is some- 
what soft or crumbly and of inferior quality. In addition, 
there is probably a tendency to discoloration where the 
formation is subjected to an excessive amount of moisture, 
which would also account for ineconsisteney in quality. 


Obviously, no definite opinion can be expressed as to 
whether the ore will contain better fibre, without the sur- 
face patchiness at depth, altho this is what would be ex- 
pected in the fresh unaltered zone of the parent rocks. 
To prove this definitely, systematic exploratory develop- 
ment is necessary which is the case in almost all mineral 
deposits, and is an essential requirement to enable one to 
assess the extent and value of a proposition. 

Because of the comparatively soft and friable nature 
of the containing rock in these deposits and the fairly high 
percentage of fibre in the ore, the exploitation of these 
deposits may be undertaken very easily and cheaply,

especially as most of the work would be in open-eut ex- 
cavations, since the location and terrain lends itself to 
such practice. 


Milling of the ore to extract the fibre would not eall 
for the crushing problems normally met with in orthodox 
asbestos milling practice. Instead, special attention in 
mill design must be directed to removing the tale or 
graphitic flakes which may be a source of trouble in the 
final cleaning and grading of the fibre. This actually con- 
stitutes yet another unorthodox class of flow-sheet and 
mill design. 


Because of the nature of the ore in these deposits, as 
previously explained, the capital expenditure necessary 
for mine and mill equipment would be comparatively low, 
depending. of course, on the seale of operations. Produc- 
tion costs, for the same reason, would be less half those in 
normal asbestos mining and milling operations. Cheap 
working costs would easily offset the unavoidable high 
transport charges and overheads.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





Business in general continues good to excellent and 
in many lines this situation seems likely to continue for 
possibly the entire year. However, some informed sources 
are looking for somewhat lower prices for both commod- 
ities and manufactured goods, and a general slow down in 
new housing and in industrial expansion is expected some- 
time after mid-year. Should this come to pass the demand 
for consumer goods would have to increase substantially 
in order to sustain present levels of employment and total 
production. 


ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 


Fibre production and demand are in balanee, i. e., all 
production is being shipped. 

In some grades, principally the 5 and 6 Groups, maxi- 
mum output is not being obtained, demand being under 
the possible potential. 

Spinning fibre is still below the immediate demand, 
some additional production from new sourees is expected 
to relieve this condition. 

ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

Asbestos Textiles. There is a steady demand for all 
commercial and underwriters quality items with reason- 
ably prompt shipment. The asbestos tape market is fair 
and there is a decline in demand for asbestos wicking and 
rope. Demands for high purity asbestos textile items are 
still abnormally high with substantial backlogs on grades 
95% and 99% asbestos. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. This year promises to be an 
outstanding year in frictions both from sales to car manu- 
facturers and sales to distributors (replacement). 

Asbestos Paper. The passing of year-end inventories 
has improved the demand for asbestos paper and it is ex- 
pected to improve for at least the next six months. The 
Millboard market is just about the same as the paper mar-

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ket. The sales for Saturated Paper are undergoing the 
usual seasonal deeline. 

Insulation. High Pressure. There is_ considerable 
backlog of work earried over from 1952 which should re- 
quire production at about the same rate as during the 
last quarter of last year. The market is extremely compet- 
itive on contract sales; deliveries in general are good. 
Business is expected to drop off during the last half of the 
year due to decline in industrial expansion. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. There has been a notice- 
able pick-up in business following the year’s end, and a 
continuation of normal demand is expected for the next 
six months. 


Asbestos Cement Products. The demand for asbestos 
cement siding remains about the same as last month due 
to usual seasonal decline. It is questionable whether indus- 
try sales this year will be as good as last; this depending 
on whether the strong demand for new homes continues 
thruout the year. 


The market for corrugated and flat continues goo-1, 
and a reasonably good year is expected. 

The future outlook for Pressure Pipe sales appears as 
strong as ever altho there is a slight seasonal drop in some 
sections. Little slack appears in the sales of Flue Pipe, 
Building Sewer and Conduits. 


Asphalt Tile. The Asphalt Tile Indusrty continues 
to experience the usual seasonal slump in sales during the 
winter months, but the demand continues heavier in com- 
parison with the same period last year. 

The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Johns-Manville sales volume in 1952 established a new all- 
time record. The 94th anniversary report was mailed on January 
27, 1953. 

Consolidated net earnings of Johns-Manville Corporation in 
1952 were $22,619,951 or $7.14 per share of common stock, com- 
pared with $24,530,509 or $7.76 per share in 1951. The 1952 
earnings were equivalent to 9.2 cents in the sales dollar. 

Sales were $244,707,540 in 1952, compared with $238,034,399 
in 1951. 

Before taxes of all kinds, 1952 earnings were $45,683,344, 
which was $8,604,156 less than in 1951. 

Dividends of $4.25 per share were paid on the common stock 
in 1952, the same amount as in 1951. Dividends paid in 1952 
amounted to $13,455,682. 

The payroll in 1952 was $90,393,637, compared with 
$81,288,238 in 1951. Employment at the end of 1952 was 21,000, 
the same number as at the end of 1951.

Plans call for 
development of the asbestos ore properties of Rhodesian Asbestos 
Limited and construction of a small central mill: to process 
asbestos bearing ore extracted from these properties. 

Johns-Manville is participating in a new company, Asbestos 
Colombianos, S. A., formed to explore asbestos deposits in the 
Department of Antioquia, Columbia. Other participants in this 
company include Eternit Colombiana, A. S., Sociedad Colombian- 
ade Asbestos Ltds., and the Instituto de Fomente Industrial, a 
Colombian government organization devoted to promoting the in- 
dustrial development of the country. 

A newly discovered asbestos ore body has been acquired a 
few miles from the Munro mine, near Matheson, Ontario, and 
possibilities of additional ore bodies in Canada are being explored.

Construction contract awards in the 37 states east of 
the Rockies in 1952 broke all existing building records,
